It is issued by the trustees for establishing the Colony 
of Georgia.

Dear Mr. Newman: 


Enclosed is a printout from the Savannah newspaper of the 
beginning of the branch of the U.S. Bank in Savannah. I was 
unable to find follow-up stories due to inadequacies of the 
index. I presume it was established in 1793 but where it 
was located I do not know. It must have been rental property 
for we have no title card for the Bank of the U.S. Government 
of that date. I have a vague recollection that I heard or 
read that the building was destroyed in the great fire of 
November 26, 1796. I have not confirmed this. 





Also enclosed is a copy of the 1775 Georgia note I told 
you about. We have the following Georgia notes prior to 
1775: 5 shillings, 1762 plus one of the same date, in fragments. 

6 pence, 17 62 - fragments. 

1 -fc, May 7 , 1769 - to rebuild Tybee Lighthouse (certificate). 

4. 20 shillings, 1773 - 9 notes, plus 1/2 of a note. 

5 shillings, 1774. 

10 shillings, 1774. 

We also have 21 S.C. notes of 1775, varying denominations, and a 
few of Maryland and Virginia, 1775-76. 


Thank you for straightening me out on Thomas Willing. Our 
card on the Pink House Lot has him listed as Treasurer of U. 3. 
Bank rather than President. I have corrected it.

It will be our pleasure to send you a copy of 
the book.
